DOCTOR WAS 
IN A HURRY. 


Operation at Police Station 
May Cause Death, 

Police Surgeon Freedman 
Said to Be Responsible. 
Man’s Intestines Sewed to the 
Walls of Abdomen, 


Francisco Martinez, No. 1512 San Fer- 
nando street, lies in the County Hos- 
pital dying from the result of a surgi- 
cal operation performed by Police Sur- 
geon Charies Freedman on the morn- 
ing of August 19, in which, according « 
to the officials at the County Hospital, 
Freedman acted with such haste that 
he sewed the perforated intestine in 
between the walls of the abdomen. 

So certain are the surgeons of the 
County Hospital that Martinez will die 
that detectives from Central Station 
were called to the hospital to take an 
ante-mortem statement. As Martinez 
does not understand the seriousness of 
his injury he refused to make a state- 
ment to the officers. If he dies the 
case will have to be investigated by the 
Coroner. Whether he lives or dies, the 
case will be investigated. 

When Dr. Freedman was 
Martinez on the morning of his Injury 
he was overheard to say that he had 
. found no intestines cut. Later as he 
was dashing for his car the surgeon 
rémarked that he had performed an 
operation of laparotomy in fifteen 
minutes, as he was in a great hurry to 
catch his car. 

Martinez was stabbed by two Mexi- 
cans about midnight, August 18, near 
Ord and New High streets. He made 
his way home, over a mile, climbed a 
steep stairway and fell unconscious on 
the floor. His family called an officer, 
who happened to be standing near the 
River Station. 

In answer to a call to Central Sta- 
tion for an ambulance, Dr. Freedman 
and an officer responded. They walked 
around a little court into a yard, 
climbed the stairs and found Mar- 
7 tines recovered from his faint. Dr. 
Freedman made a hasty examination 
of the man and then told him to walk 
down stairs. 

With his intestines protruding. and 
assisted by two Mexicans, Martinez 
made his way to the ambulance, some 
distance away. At every step he 
groaned. 

He walke l into the Receiving Hos- 
pital, and Dr. Freedman examined 
him. The surgeon femarked that the

man's intestines had not been cut, and 
hastily sewel up the wound. Martines 
was put to sed and left in the care of 
a trusty, while’ the physician ran for 
the “last” car. The following day |

Dre. D. C. Barber and J. B. Tanner, 
ehief, and assistant chief surgeons, 


were interviewed by The Times re- 
garding the care, th doctors were 
very reluctant in answering questions. 

In substance, in an interview, Drs. 
Burb r and Tanner sald that Martes 

was “brought to the County Hospital 
Sunday morning, August 15. Dr. 
Sheerer, an assistant, communicated 
with. the Receiving Hospital, and was 
‘informed that the walls of the man’s 
abdomen were cut, but that the in⸗ 
testines were not. 

Thursday Martinez began to show 
signs of failing. A consultation was 
held, and the surgeons, not knowing 
the condition of the man’s tntestines, 
thought that an absers had formed, 
Everything was done to save Martines 
from an operation, but Friday morn- 
ing it was fownd necessary. 

e operation showed that the man's 
intestines had been perforated in two 
places. One hole was the size of a 
nickel and the other was slightly 
smaller. The perforated part of the 
intestine had been sewed in between 
the two walls of the abdomen, and the 
dtacharge from the intestine had 
created the inflamation whjch it was 
supposed was an absess. $

EACE BY CONQUEST. 

There is nothing paradoxical in 
speaking of conquering peace, or hav- 
ing peace if one has to fight for it. 
There can be no permanent peace ex- 
cepting through conquest. The only 
justifiable end of war is to secure 
peace. No matter what the cost is, 
peace is always worth its price. This 
is just as true of industrial peace 
as of any other kind. 

The industrial peace wf every coun- 
try in the civilized world is threatened 
these days by piratical organizations 
known as labor unions, whose purpose 
is to dominate the industrial world by 
illegal means and if necessary by the 
use of physical violence. Wherever 
these pirates have been able to gain 
control they have brought a blight, in 
some cases death, to everything they 
have touched. In France, competition 
with other countries is rendered im- 
possible because of the absolute donti- 
nance in industrial things 
syndicates. In England the great 
commerce of the empire is at the pres- 
ent moment suffering through the 
working of the same tyrannical gangs. 
Chicdgo has been retarded in its in- 
@ustrial progress for years past be- 
cause of the dominance of these or- 

and their illegal means of 
enforcing of their demands. The re- 
habilitation ef San Francisco is now 
rendered almost impossible through 
the same dominance. | 

In the course of the last ten years 
of unexampiled prosperity in most 
parts of the world, Southern Califor- 
nia has been conspicuous because of 
the lead this section of the country 


ress. Among the reasons for this suce 
cess of enterprises in Southern Call- 
fornia, perhaps the most powerful in- 
fluence has been the industrial free- 
dom that we have enjoyed. There are 
no thanks due to the labor union or- 
ganizations for these conditions. Time 
and again they have attempted to 
gain a control here which would in- 
evitably have resulted in stopping the 
growth of our industries if they had 
been successful. The manly, sturdy 
independence of the people of Southern 
California has thwarted these efforts 
in every instance. We have won peace 
by conquest whenever our peace has 
been threatened. 

Today comes the crucial test of our 
manhood and courage. The unusual 
demand prevailing for labor, skilled 
and unskilled, seems to the eyes of the 
leadérs of these labor unions to afford 
an ideal opportunity to clasp the 
shackles upon the hands of Los Ange- 
les industry. They have carefully 
Planned a deliberate attack all along 
the line upon the industrial freedom 
of this city and of all the adjoining 
cities in Southern California. The 
first attack was made at the harbor 
of San Pedro, and there a state of 
violent industria] warfare has been 
raging. The victory is already won. 
The ship owners and lumber companies 
and mill men have taken such a posi- 
tive and firm stand against the illegal 
and unjust demands of the San Pedro 
pirates that the situation is under ab- 
solute control, if we all stand together 
and stand behind the men who are 
making such a gallant fight down on 
the wharves of the harbor city. 

But the threat is openly made that 
this warfare will be carried into all 
the building trades of the city of Los 
Angeles. Already the effect of the 
tie-up at San Pedro is felt in our 
building industries. The stock of lum- 
ber in the yards here is reduced to 
one-half, and many classes of lumber 
are entirely out of stock. The report 
of the Superintendent of Buildings for 
the city of Los Angeles week by week 
during the month of August is showing 
@ great dropping-off from the record 
of previous months. At the moment it 
looks as if the August record would 
be one of the smallest in the eight 
months of the current year. This is 
due to no other influence than the 
warfare created in the lumber trade 


stevedores’ organizations 
Pedro. Beaten there, they intend to 
carry the war into all branches of the 
building trades in the city of Los An- 
geles. A strike is planned to take 
place within a few days, and should 
the threats of this misguided gang 
be carried out it will bring almost to 
a standstill the building of new struc- 
tures in this city. The number of en- 
terprises of this kind undertaken 
month by month has been aggregating 
from $1,500,000 to $2,375,000. About one- 
half of these sums go to the me- 
chanics employed in the various bulld- 
ing trades. A half of the remaining 
half goes to the merchants; who handle 
material of different kinds and to the 
contractors who undertake the work. 


Now. let us all coolly face the situa- 
tion, Think of the facts set out above 
and then let us realize that every man 
from the president of a bank to the 
day laborer whose pay is the lowest of 
all workers in the city, is involved 
in this threatened industrial war. 
There is no branch of business that 
can escape if this thing takes place. 
The cifculation of money will drop to 
the lowest ebb known in Los Angeles 
in more than twenty years. Every 
business man, whatever his business 
may be, and every wage earner in the 
whole city, will find himself seriously 
affected by this threatened condition 
of industrial warfare. 

What is to be done? Face the situa- 


portunity for Los Angeles and South- 
ern California to maintain by conquest 
a lasting industrial peace. All we have 
to do is to face the temporary loss 
that must fall upon all of us in any 
ease, stand firmiy and resolutely to- 
gether, maintain our industrial inde- 
pendence, show our manhood and our 
appreciation of American principles 


finish, fight for peace, and gain peace 
by conquest. If the people of Los 
Angeles will only do this, and their 
actions in the past give every assur- 
ance that they will do it, the fight 
will be short, sharp and decisive, the 
Pirates rag will be trailed in the dust, 
and the flag of industrial freedom, 
which has floated over Los Angeles in 


the mast. We will win a peace which 
will advertise this city to the world as 
a community where industrial peace 
is maintained at any price, where 
every man has an even chance to earn 
his living, and where no gang of in- 
dustrial cut-throats will ever be per- 
mitted to wreck industrial enterprise. 
There is no disguising the fact that 
the situation is extremely grave, but 
grave though it be, there need be no 
hesitation about the final outcome. The 
people of this community are such as 
cannot be hoodwinked nor coerced. 


USSIA’S WORST ENEMIES. 

The true friends of Russia, and 
the friends of constitutional liberty the 
world over, must deprecate. the mur- 
derous methods to which the revolu- 
tionists have resorted in the distracted 
empire of the Czar. Every bomb that 
is thrown, every act of physical vio- 
lence that is to by irresponsi- 
ble and thirsty assassins, retard 
the cause of freedom and progress. 
Tue assassin who flung the deadly 
bomb in the villa of Premier Stolypin 
yesterday afte „ paid with his 
own wretched life the penalty of his 
rashness. Other persons were killed 
and others were wounded, while the in- 
tended victim escaped unhurt. But the 
meat serious wound was that inflicted 
upon the cause of freedom. Such 
wounds are slow in healing, and they 
always leave a scar. 

At this great crisis in Russian his- 
tory the people were offered an op- 
portunity to achieve the freedom which 
they desire. This opportunity has been 
before them since the Emperor form- 
ally consented to the assembling of 
a Parliament. The opportunity has not

There are no worse enemies of Rus- 
sia than these unspeakable assassins. 
Their work is futile.. Their methods 
are worse than impracticable. For 
every absolutist whom they slay, a 
thousand men will rise up.to denounce 
them, and to declare that autocracy 
is better and safer than the blind reign 
of fanaticism. | 

Who, indeed, would be safe if Vio- 
lence and Terrortsm were steering the 
ship of state? Bureaucracy, with all 
its blunders and its excesses, is in- 
finitely preferable to mobocracy. The 
rule of the autocrat is better than thé 
rule of the assassin. : 


NEW IRELAND. 
The Irish in America, and their 
name is legion, must have read with 
pleasure the statements of Timothy 


Healy, a of Parliament from 
North Lo 1 the British House of 
Commons, that a new era was dawn- 


ing for Ireland, and that in ten years 


the Wyndham Purchase Act would 


settle the land question. 

When Ireland became an appanage 
of England by the gift of Pope Adrian 
IV, (by the way. the only Englishman 
who ever sat in the seat of Peter) ag- 
ricfiture of one kind or another was 
about the only industry known im the 
land. And it has been largely so ever 
since. The title by which most of the 
lands in Ireland are held rests upon 
fraud. The original possessors of the 
land were violently dispossessed and 
their assets turned over to Englishmen 
all the way from the time of Richard 
II to Oliver Cromwell. These acts of 
violent dispossession have been suffi- 
ciently recent to leave their memory 
still graven upon the minds of the 
present generation of the Irish people, 
and they have never become recon- 
chled to the robbery. Then under the 
old Celtic form of civilization the land- 
lord and the tenant bore somewhat of 


the relation of tenants in common. The 


tenant had much more clearly defined 
rights under the Celtic civilization 
than under any other. Under the 
Anglo-Saxon system about the only 
right he retained was the right to pay 
his rent, or in case of failure, the right 
to be ejected from his possessions. 

For centuries Efiglieh laws made it 
next to impossible for the Irish- to 
successfully develop any home indus- 
tries. Any person who has any mis- 
givings as to the truth of this state- 
ment should read Samuel Smiles’s 
book in order to be sure that the state- 
ments there made are not founded on 
Irish prejudices, as Smiles was an 
Englishman. Laws were deliberately 
passed which crushed out of existence 
every form of industry in which the 
Trish showed any possibility of achiev- 
ing success, This threw the people 
again and again upon the land as the 
only means of making a livelihood. 

Now the total area of Ireland is 
roughly speaking 20,000,000 acres. One- 
fourth. of this is barren. This leaves 
15,000,000 acres more or less available 
for agricultural uses. ‘This land ts held 
at the present time in 500,000 holdings. 
But nearly half of these holdings are 
of less than fifteen acres in extent, 
some of them as small as an acre or 
even less. Any one who knows the 
general characteristics of the Irish soils 
will have no hesitancy in coming to the 
conclusion that to make a decent liv- 
ing off of an average holding of less 
than thirty acres is utterly imposstble. 
It is estimated that of the 4,000,000 in- 
habitants of Ireland at the present day, 
about 2,500,000 are dependent directly 
upon the soil for their living. 

No country was ever prosperous 
where nearly all the land was held by 
‘tenants who performed all the labor, 
and owned by landlords who pocketed 
all but enough to give the tenant farm- 
er a very scant livelihood. Ireland's 
case in this respect has been pecullar- 
ly unhappy. The landlords were for 
the most part of the alien race, and 
they spent most of their time and, of 
course, nearly all the money received 
in rents from the Irish, on the other 
side of the channel. Leases were made

SPELLING REFORM BECOMES STRENUOUS.

peasants. There was no encouragement 
to be industrious and energetic. On 
the contrary, laziness paid the best. 

It was entirely logical thet all the 
dissension existing in Ireland against 
Engtigh rule should center around the 
land question. And for thirty years 
or more one English government after 
another has been forced to modify the 
land laws governing the Irish tenancy. 
But all these laws were only make- 
shifts to allay the prevailing irritation 
of the time. The cause was not re- 
moved, and naturally there was a re- 
crudescence of the disease. Not until 
three years ago, when the Wyndham 
Land Act was passed by the English 
Parliament, was any measure taken for 
the. permanent improvement of Ire- 
land. By this law, @ commission was 
authorized to issue many million dol- 
lars’ worth of bonds, the proceeds to 
be used in enabling Irish tenants to 
acquire title to the lands they were livy- 
ing upon. The rate of interest was 
very low. The annual payments were 
very small, the whole purchase price 
being distributed over a period of near- 
ly ninety years. Many Irish tenants 
were able under this law to figure out 
that they would be paying for the 
acquisitions of their lands less money 
annually than they had been paying for 
rents. There was a tremendous de- 
mand for money on the part of the 
peasants, and before the act had been 
in Operation much more than a year 
the available money was exhausted

begin acquiring possession ot their 
lands. If the bonds are sold at such a 
discount as to leave a deficit, that would 
have to be made up by the farmers 
buying up their land. So that it is bet- 
ter for then to go slowly until the 
financial conditions of the world relax 


a little. 


The keen people of the north of Tre- 
land, with their Scotch characteristics, 
took time by the foreloek and put in 
their applications so promptly and nu- 
merously that they got the greater part 
of the benefit of the Wyndham Land 
Act for the first few years of Its opera- 
tions. But Mr. Healy tells us that in 
Wexford at least one-half of the ten 
ants have already entered into ar- 
rangements under the act to acquire 
in time the title to their lands. 

Even under the best conditions, emi- 
gration from Ireland is more than like- 
ly to continue for a long time to come. 
Five-eighths of any population is too 
much to be directly dependent upon the 
land alone for a Hving. To require 
15,000,000 acres of land, good, poor and 
indifferent, to support 2,500,000 people 
is putting a very heavy burden upon 
the soil. It would allow just six acres 
to each man. Oliver Goldsmith, In the 
“Deserted Village,” might sing of a 
time when every acre supported a man, 
but he must have picked out some 
garden spot in Ireland to make this 
possible. The Irish soll is exceedingly 
broken and a large percentage of it is 
poor, Given thirty acres for a farm, 
it would mean that a family of five 
persons must subsist upon each hold- 
ing. Now, there are parts of Ireland 


where this would be entirely possible, |' 


and allow the family to live In decent 
comfort. But there are hundreds of 
thousands of acres in the island that, 
divided into holdings of thirty acres 
each, would afford very indifferent sup- 
port for a family of five. The conse- 
a is, the emigration from Ireland 

year by year et from 85,000 to

40,000. The pity of this for Ireland ts 
that these emigrants all range frorh 10 
to 45 years of age, and they are ali the 
very flower of the land, leaving behind 
the aged and weak. 

But when all allowance has been 
made for these clouds that obscure the 
sky, Mr. Healy’s announcement of the 
improving conditions will bring joy to 
many a warm Irish heart on this side 
of the Atlantic. 4 


O FIGHT IN. SIGHT. 


The Japanese government has or- 
dered Masano Hanihara, third secre- 
tary of its legation in Washington, 
to proceed to Alaska and make an in- 
vestigation into the killing-of five of 
his countrymen, who were recently 
caught by the agents of the United 
States government slaughtering seals 


and carrying away their hides in the en 


vicinity of St. Paul's Island. There 
is naturally some speculation as to the 
motives and intentions of the Japa- 
nese government, It is rumored in 
Washington that the instructions given 
to Hanthara require him to find out all 
the details of the case, and that the in- 
formation is to be made the basis of 
a demand upon the United Si.tes for 
indemnity, with a possible interna- 
tional row forthcoming. 

The report may be safely set down 
as a mere rumor, with no better foun- 
dation than guesswork. At all events, 
it is premature, and not at all war- 
ranted by the known facts of the case. 
Nothing is more natural than that the 
Japanese government should send a 
special agent to the scene of the dis- 
turbance to make an independent m- 
vestigation into the facts. There can 
be no possible objection to such an 
investigation. The United States gov- 
ernment, as a matter of fact, should 
a will welcome it in the interests of 
infernational comity. It is desirable, 
from any and every point of view, that 
all the facts should be thoroughly 
known and understood, both in Japan 
and the United States. The truth is 
what is wanted, and Japan has taken 
the right method to ascertain it. There 
can be no doubt that when all the facts 
shall have been brought to light it 
will appear that there is no ground 
for disagreement between the two ns- 
tions as to the course to be pursued. 

There is certainly no desire on the 
part of the United States or any of its 
sane citizens to precipitate a contro- 
versy over this incident. If it shall 
appear upon careful Investigati that 
the agents of our government w in 
the wrong, there will be no necessity 
for Japan to ask an indemnity, for it 
would be granted without asking. If, 
on the other hand, it shall appear that 
the killing of the Japanese was justi- 
fiable under the circumstances (and 
there is little doubt that this will be 
shown,) we have no reason to suppose 
that the Japanese government will 
hesitate to recognize the fact. Some 
people profess to believe that Japan is 
“spolling for a fight” with the United 
States; but there is no foundation for 


a supposition so ridiculous at the pres- 


ent time. Japan is not quite so big- 
headed as all that, just yet.

ORANGE YIELD 
LARGEST EVER. 


Coming Crop Is Estimated to 
Break All Records. 


Twenty-six Thousand Cars 
Expected in This State. 


Florida’s Production May Be 
Five Million Boxes. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Estimates 
are being made of the orange crop 
next season. With the season of 1906 
practically closed, the attention of those 
interested in the business has turned 
toward the coming year, and this ts 
made the more emphatic for the 
reason that the season just closed has 
been highly successful and profitable. 
Late estimates received here from 
Calffornia place the coming crop there 
at about 26,000 cars. It is pointed out 
that as the crop this r 
so profitably it will be easy enough 
next year to take care of the larger 
crop. As the consumption of oranges 
is increasing rapidly each year a larger 
crop could be marketed profitably. On 
the other hand conservative dealers 
would prefer not to see heavier ship- 
ments, They think that the amount of 
this year’s supply would be sufficient 
during next season, and that a profit- 
able crop of that magnitude is more to 
be desired than a larger one that might 
prove unprofitable. 

Florida promises to produce a much, 
larger yield next season than at an 
time since the freeze; it is estimat 
now that with no injury to the crop the 
yield will be 6,000,000 boxes, the largest 
in the history of orange growing in the 
State. There have been some crops 
which approximated that figure, but 
that was before the California orange 


It might be added, too, that it was be- 


Possibly when looked 
at in the present condition of orange 
consumption the output of 5,000,000 
boxes isn’t such a big one. The crop 
ines well now, it is said, and there 
is every indication of a profitable year 
for the Florida producers. 

PORTO RICO CROP LARGE. 
Reports from Porto Rico are of prac- 
tical unanimity in the assertion that 
the yield there is going to be larger 
and better than ever before. It isn’t 
quite time for the planted groves to be- 
gin bearing, though occasional ones of 
the earlier planted groves should be- 
gin to send out fruit this year. It 
won't be much because the growth has 
been less rapid than was expected 
when the planting was done. But there 
will be better oranges from the wild 
groves. They will be more carefully 
picked, better assorted and graded and 
better packed. If these preliminaries 
are carefully observed they will be 
formidable competitors while they last. 
The flavor of the Porto Rico wild 
orange is well nigh all that could be 
desired. It is the question of getting 
them here in condition that deter- 
mines what y sell for. 

From Jamaica come reports of a fair 


was formerly of considerable tmpor- 
tance in this market no longer exerts 
any influence. When 100,000 barrels 
were shipped here it was a factor 
which made a vast difference with oth- 
er varieties of oranges, but since im- 
ports have dwindled to something like 


of sufficient importance to reckon with. 
It is likely that imports this year will 
not exceed 10,000 barrels. 

JAMAICA FRUIT FILLS GAP. 
There is one thing about the Jamaica 
fruit which will always make it more 
or less of a favorite in this market. 
It comes between the closing of the 
California seagon and the opening ot the 
Florida season and it supplies an 
acid orange during the warmer 
weather of late fall which ts refresh- 
ing and for that reason may never 
be entirely superseded. Neverthelese, 
the heavy duty Charges and the ex- 
pense of getting the fruit here, coupied 
with the cost of repacking, will al- 


to a low point. Perhaps it would not 
have been so had Porto Rico never 
come under American domination. But 
Porto Rico supplies a wild fruit, with 
etrong acid qualities, without the 
necessity of ay duty. It comes 
about as ear as Jamaica and the 
fruit is handied largely by Americans, 
though it must be admitted that they 
don't act like Americans in picking. 
grading and packing. The Porto Ri- 
can product is about all the wild 
fruit the American market can stand. 
That and the duty of 1 cent per 
pound have been the principal factors 


in reducing importations from Ja- 
maica.

And now, at 
close, when practically everything is 
sold, the peach crop fails and the 
buyer of fruit turns again to Califor- 
nia to supply the requirements of the

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) Aug 24.—

J. W. A. Off Speaks Highly of the 
Copper Properties Being Devel- 
oped in the Desert. 

Maj. J. W. A. Off of Los Angeles, 
who d now interested in mining, re- 
cently made a trip through the Fur- 
nace Creek and Greenwater districts, 
and when he arrived at Goldfield he 
talked to the local newspaper of the 
Death Valley country as one of the 
most promising copper regions of the 

Southwest. 

“It is not a country of prospects,” 
said Maj. Off, “for the prospects in 
themselves are mines. Why, when you 
get down through 10 or 15 feet of iron 
capping which is simply blasted off, 
you réach chrysolite that runs from 50 
to 60 per cent. im copper. It is an 
enormous proposition, and the section 
is full of these big ledges. ‘ 

“On the Patsey Clark property they 
have gone down 190 feet, and the ledge 
grows stronger with depth. It has 
pitched away from the shaft a little, 
but a drift run from the shaft at this 
level has cross-uct it, and the vein is 
there in all its richriess. On the 
Schwab property a depth of 100 feet

It is not the extreme test of en- 
durance that is necessary for a good 
physique, but rather the laying of the 
foundation in youth; the training of 
every portion of the anatomy to with- 
stand the aseaults of disease. As the 
brain is trained for the accomplish- 
ment of great mental achievements, 
just so the body can be trained for 
| physical results. 
| A well-trained athicte has little 
me of a physician. He is like a new 
pee of machinery. If parts be con- 
structed properly and each one re- 
;ecives a proportionate quota of strain, 

with intelligent care it will run for 
| Years, and prove useful, while, if care 
‘ie not paid to construction at the be- 
ginning. the aid of a mechanic is 
necessary at almost any minute. 

A boy's physical devetopment should 
receive the same care and attention 
as his spiritual, mental or moral at- 
tainments. and the age at which he 
should start has no restrictions or 
limitations. The child of tén can be 
taught to hold hie shoulders back. ex- 
and his lunge and assume a correct 
carriage of the body by a few min- 
uten exercise each day. and when he 
attains the age of fifteen years, the

the end, and that all prospects of a 
successful career for the Californian 
had been smashed tb smithereens. 
What rot. As if a few weeks of stage 
life would make any difference, and 
then — — minutes in the after- 
noon and: Same at night. It all 
rests with the boxer. A stage engage- 
ment has no more effect upon a boxer’s 
condi tion than driving a laundry 
wagon or acting as night clerk in a 
shooting gallery would have. It all 
rests with the boxer himself. The 
average person has a very eXaggeraied 
idea wf Stage life, as it is led by the 
present-day fighter. Many imagine 
that he lies in bed until 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon: then a breakfast of 
cantaloupe, tried chicken and any deli- 
cacles the market affords; carriage 
rides, baskets of wine, flowers, mid- 
hight suppers, banquets, receptions, 
speeches and an uninterrupted con- 
tinuity of gaiety and jollity. Ask the 
man. While tnere might be more 

temptation on the stage than in a 
private life. the successful boxer is 
more or leas of a pubdlic character 
aud, as such, has temptations thrown 
in his way, no matter whether he 
takes to the stage or keeps off of it. 
If u ts tis desire to traverse the 
primrose by-ways, he will do so, and 
the fact that he is an actor, pro tem., 
has little bearing on the case. Dozens 
of the greatest fighters America has 
ever produced have done their little 
stunts on the stage, both before and 
after they had attained prominence, 
and it would be hard to convince a 
person who knows the least bit about 
it that their ultimate defeat was 
caused by their stage experience. 
Jeffries has had a long experience 
behind the footlights and, as he has 
never been defeated. the Monroe at- 
fair in Butte not being counted, the 
Stage didn’t cause his downfall. John 
L. Sullivan starred in severa! pieces 
and it was Jim Corbett jabs and 
footwork that sent him to defeat and 
not the jokes John L. told on the 
stage.

OREGON 
HOP HARVEST. 


FORTY THOUSAND MEN, WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN AT WORK. 


Their Wages Will Aggregate 81,500, 
000—Difficuity in Securing Labor- 
ers This Year—An Annual Outing 
for a Large Class of industrious 
People. 


Forty thousand men, women and 
children will be provided with work 
in the hop yards of Oregon, next 
month. It will take them between 
two and three weeks to pick the crop, 
sixteen days being generally figured 
upon as the time required to pick an 
average yard. This great army of 
wage-earners will be paid something 


880, miles. Sinaloa is composed orf like $1,500,000 for their labors. About 


eight thousand or 20 per cent. of the 
whole number of pickers, will be re- 
cruited from Portland alone, through 
the various employment agencies, aud 
the balance will come from other 
towns in the Willamette River Valley 
from the farms in the hop-growing 
country. 

The hop-picking season will begin 
about September 1. Some growers 
hope to begin operations as early as 
August 29, while others wil! delay the 
date until September 6. The biggest 
yards in the Independence section, the 
center of the hop-growing industry of 
the Northwest have announced that 
they will begin picking Wednesday, 
September 5. The season will close 
about the 20th. 

A good deal of difficulty has been ex- 
perienced by hop-growers in securing 
pickers for this year’s harvest, for a 
number of reasons. In the first place 
railroad contractors have offered such 
high wages and free transportation 
with reasonable board in the camps 
in the various portions of the North- 
west that the labor market has been 
completely shot to pieces, that is as 

as male help is concerned. It 
is estimated that over 30,000 laborers 
are engaged in railroad construction 
work in the Northwest this summer. 

The logging and lumber camps have 
entered strong in the competition with 
railroad contractors for common labor 
and between the two opposing forces 
the day laborer has been able to com- 
mand anywhere from 20 to 40 per cent. 
higher wages this year than last. The 


building boom in the different 


cities of the northwest, the unexpected 
demand for building material of all 
kinds in San Francisco has created a 
cogdition of prosperity for the un- 
skilled workman such as he has never 
before known. ; 

The hop-growers began to realize 
this alarming condition when the 
farmers through the rich agricultural 
districts attempted to get harvest 
hands the past two months, and they 
n to skirmish about the various | 
labor markets of the Northwest several 
weeks earlier than usual, looking for 
help. 

Because of the condition above 
stated, it is altogether probable that 
the vast majority of hop-pickers this 
year will be women and children. 
Another fact which has made secur- 
ing of help slow has been the report 
sent out some time ago that the hop 
crop this season was a failure and 
that there would be no extraordinary 
demand for pickers. While it is true 
the estimates of the crop are being 
reduced, for the reason that the long 
dry spell will undoubtedly cut down 
the yield below the quantity estimated 
last spring. this loss will fall on the 
hop-growers, not on the pickers. 80 
far as the latter aré concerned, this 
year's drouth has been a benefit. The 
absence J» rain has caused what is 
known a “top crop.” This is much 
easier to gather, and faster time can 
be made in picking the burrs, and 
that means a larger sum to be earned 
day by the picker. 


the one waiting

for the general prosperity of the State. 
The pen gree of the State, this 
season, w ng into Oregon some- 
thing like $3,500,900, — East- 
ern brewers supplying the funds. Only 
an insignificant amount goes out of the 
State for baling cloth and such inci- 
dentals. Practically the whole wealth 
produced by the hop farmers stays at 
home and nearly half of it—that paid 
in wages to the pickers—is immediate- 
ly distributed to the working classes 
who in the social scale are closest to 
the channels of general eireulation. 
The amount of money that a hop- 
picker can make in a season depends 
on his ability, experience and willing- 
ness to work. There are “profession- 
als” who earn as high as $5 a day. 
Amateurs can easily make from $2 to 
$2.50 a day. Children from 11 to 12 
years of age frequently earn $2 a day. 
As the great annual outing a 
large class of people, the hop-picking 
season is looked forward to for months | 
ahead. In the farming communities 
it is frequently the only vacation 
known, and as the work is light, bust 
ness and pleasure are easily combined. 
Farmers, their wives and children. as 
soon as their own harvests are ended, | 
flock to the nearest hopyard, frequent- 
ly with a full camping outfit, and for 
two or three weeks enjoy a relaxation | 
their yards 
and besides accumulate a tidy ‘ttle | 
sum that will go a long ways toward | 
clothing them for the winter and buy- | 
ing school books for the chlidren.

who lived some thirty miles from his 

s picked for him last summer. 
The farmer had a wife, the wife had 
two sisters and there were seven chil- 
dren ranging from 10 years up to 24, 
eleven people in all, and the whole 
crowd swooped down in a large 
prairie wagon one day, equipped with 
a complete camping outfit, prepdred to 
pick hops. “When the last of my crop 
was harvested,’ said the grower, I 
handed the old farmer $325 in gold 
coin and they were away from home 
just twenty days. Pretty good pay, 
eh?” 

All sorts and classes of people meet 
in the hop yards but there are no caste 
lines or social distinctions. .They are 
as one big family. From the cities 
the army of pickers is mostly made 
up of store clerks, domestics, and even 
some professional people whose regu- 
lar work is confining and who regard 
the three weeks in the hop yards as 
the best sort of an outing. And, be- 
sides, many of these classes are obliged 
to postpone their annual vacations un- 
til late in the season and hop picking 
time comes just right for them to join 
the ranks. They not only have a de- 
lightful outing, but can make their ex- 
penses and something besides. The 
healthfulness of life in a hop yard has 
long been recognized. Camping there 
even if one does not engage in the ac- 
tual picking is more agreeable than 
in the lonely mountains, and more 
economical than at the seaside. There 
will probably be more than 2000 Port- 
land school children in the hop fields 
this year because school does not begin 
this year until September 17, when 
most of the crop will be harvested. 

Many of the growers, however, have 
no use for “city folks’ and whenever 
possible secure their help from the 
country. This is true of Mr. J. Ray, 
one of Portiand’s largest hop growers. 
He will employ 1200 pickers in his 
three yards and not a score of that 
number will be from the city. He says 
it has been his experience as well as 
that of many of his friends that the 
country people go to the hop yerds to 
earn money while the city folks go 
there simply for the outing. 

Krebs Bros., of Salem, will employ 
the lgrgest number of pickers of any 
hop wing firm in the Northwest. 
Their two yards will require the ser- 
vices of at least 1600 persons and most 
of them, contrary to the policy of Mr. 
Ray, just mentioned—will be engaged 
here in Portland. Conrad Krebs who 
is now in the city signing up his help, 
will take the pickers to his ranches on 
two special trains that will leave this 
city at 8 a. m. on September 3. A train 
of twenty passenger coaches and four 
baggage cars will carry 1200 ot these 
pickers to the Independence yard and 
a smaller train will haul the remainder 
yard at Brooks.

American Rice. 
Within the past few years rice has 
become one of the important agricul- 


tural products of the United States. Of 


late, American hygienists have begun 
to use the unpolished rice, which is as 


different from the ordinary rice as 


wholemeal ig from white flour. 
In 1884 a small band of northern 


farmers emigrated to the Louisiana 
gulf coast prairie and began the culti- 
vation of rice, devising machinery for 
that purpose. The result of their 
labors is shown in the fact that Louis- 
iana and Texas, to which their work 
also extended, now produce three- 
fourths of the rice ¢rop of the United 
States. Before the Civil War South 
Carolina produced about three-fourths 
and North Carolina and rgia most 
of the rest. One of the est results 
has been the use, for the first time in 
history, of a labor-saving method of 
nice production, which promises to 
give the American rice producers an 
advantage over any other country, un- 
less such country American 
methods. 


MANCHURIA IMPORTS. 


| Here Are Good Opportunities for Our 
California Producers and 
Manufacturers. 


The following paragraphs on the 
importation into Manchuria of flour, 
ofl and lumber are taken from the 
annual report for 1905 of Consul-Gen- 
eral Thomas Sammons of Newchwansg: 

Of total 1905 flour imports, valued 
at $1,454,332, the amount traced to 
American origin is valued at $538,587. 
No doubt a much larger per cent. 
should be credited to the United 
States, but the intricacies of trans- 
shipment through “both Chinese and 
Japanese ports render accuracy in 
tracing the origin all shipments 
doubtful in * instances. And 
while flour imports from Japan may 
be credited to with safety, as 
a rule, imports from China may be of 
local, Shanghai, manufacture. Amer- 
ican flour gives entire satisfaction in 
Manchuria. The demand is increasing. 
and biscuits made from Pacific Coast 
States flour are, during the height of 
the busy summer traffic on the Liao 
River, considered a dainty morsel that 
sells to hundreds of coolies like pro- 
verbial “hot cakes.” Ultimately, how- 
ever, Manchurian wheat will no doubt 
supply the local market. Two steam 
ers éntered the Newchwang harbor 
during 1905, carrying upward of 3000 
tons each of Puget Sound flour, the 
freight rate being | imately $1 
per ton more than to Yokohama. In 
some instances the flour had to be

In Kerosene oil the American prod- 
uct has had almost a monopoly in this 
market. At one time eRussian oll 
threatened serious interference during 
Russian occupation of | Newchwang, 
and at the present time Germans, 
who are handling the Sumatra oil, 


claim to have brought to this mar- 
ket during the season 439,030 
gallons, valued at $41,825. Stand- 


ard Oil Company imports during 1905 
were, approximately, 2,482,700 gallons, 
the customhouse Valuation being 
$326,874, which is very low, as will 
be seen by computing the relative 
value per gallon on the basis of the 
total estimated valuation. Of this 
amount 1,130,710 gallons came in di- 
rect from the Atlantic seaboard. The 
balance was trans-shipped either by 
the Chinese or the Standard Oil com- 
pany via Shaughal.

The woman's suffrage fight in Eng- 
land is causing the Ministry no little 
loss of sleep. In fact it may be said 
accurately that no public measure in 
Great Britain today is atirring up 
more contention. .An American Qua- 
ker, Hannah Whitehall Smith, is ane 
of the prime factors in the contest, 
and she occupies a position very simi- 
lar to that which another Quaker, Su- 
san B. Anthony, held in this country 
for a long time. 

Mrs. Smith went to Eunsland shortly 
after the war. Her husband dying, 
she remained there. One of her daugh- 
| tere married a well-known art critic, 

the other is the wife of the Honorable 
Bertrand Russell. Countess Russell 
has been a prominent worker in every 
movement of the fight for an unre- 


stricted ballot. 


It is a somewhat curious fact that 
monarchies seem more willing to give 
women some measure of power at the 
polis than do republics. Thus the 
only two countries in Europe where 
women have absolutely no political. 
rights are France and Switzerland, 
and both of these are republics. . 

The United States has been much 
more progressive in its treatment of 
the female half of the population. 

A woman can exercise every fran- 
chise right of a man in Idaho, Utah, 
Wyoming and Colorado—there is ab- 
solutely no distinction. Wyoming was 
the first to grant the privilege, which 
it did in 1890, when the Territory was 
admitted as a State. For a time the 
best women of the new State served 
on juries, but lately this practice has 
been somewhat discontinued. In 
many parts of the State women hold 
important offices, and discharge their 
duties with fidelity and enterprise. 
Colorado extended the right of suf- 
frage to women in 1893. In that com- 
monwealth the place ef Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is conceded by 
the politicians to the women as one 
that can best be administered by 
mother, and the administration 
of several women has greatly advanced 
the standard of the school system. 
Ten women have been elected to 
‘the Colorado Legislature since man

no more than three have ever been 
members at one time. None of those

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PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
STATE NEEDS POLITICAL MOTHEKHUOD. 


URING the past decade there has been a notable 
D extension of the functions of motherhood and the 

term itself is gradually coming to take on an ever 
broader and more comprehensive meaning. The power 
and scope of “mother” go far beyond the primal state 
of physical bearing and ‘rearing of offspring—to mother- 
hood in its social, religious, ethical and political as- 
pects, 

That the mother spirit might justly pervade the so- 
clal sphere outside the immediate family has been duly 
granted. That the influence of a loving and righteous 
, motherhood should dominate the respective provinces 


| of religion and ethics has been almost always expected 
or peremptorily demanded! But that this same love- 
of-virtue, inspiring motherhood, with its wide and deep 
sympathies, wise and intelligent judgments (despite 
many instances to the contrary among women as among 
men) and ready altruistic service for community better- 
ment and improvement of systems of government, mu- 
_nicipal, state and national—that this same motherhood, 

| lauded as the crown and glory of modern civilizatiqg, 


should find equal place and legal recognition with the 
| fatherhood of the race in the domain of politics is still, — 


much to our reproach, a controverted question! 

When, during the recent Oregon campaign, a leading 
Portiand divine was asked the probable effect on the 
| state of woman’s political enfranchisement, that minis- 
ter pertinently and penetratingly replied, in effect, that 


he thought it was about the same with the extension of 


| the ballot to women as with Christianity, that is, it was 
hard to tell what the outcome would be until it was 
tried! 

Now every thinking being, apart from religious or 
theological considerations, with which in this instance 
we have nothing to do, cannot help feeling that a thor- 
ough trial of applied Christianity, or practice of the 
Principles of universal love, justice and righteousness, 
which the Prophet of Nazareth promulgated, would ter- 
minate in such a change of conditions on every side of 
life as to convert our so-called democracy into what 
Prof. Nash in his “Genesis of Social Conscience” calls 
a “divine missionary force,” an all-embracing democ- 
racy whose end is the uplifting of the “downmost man.” 

Such a democracy cannot be conceived unless includ- 
ing every man, woman and child; every living factor 
} implicated in building a great republic, not a republic 
of this or that class, but of all classes, hence embrac- 
ing both sexes; a republic of men and women, sisters 
and brothers, husbands, wives, lovers, fathers, mothers 
and daughters, knit together by the common ties of hu- 
manity, by human interest and intelligence; making for 
world progress through improved courses social, ethical 
and political; initiating reforms legal and industrial. 
prompted by conscience and affection for the in-bring- 
ing of the joyful day of a purified, rational, 
‘and mutually confiding human fellowship. 

It is well that those who through ignorance, preju- 
dice, or blinding partisanship still doubt the state needs 
political motherhood, or those who are skeptical re- 
garding woman's. efficiency in the exercise of political 
power, to take notice of what she has done for regen- 
erating the forces upon which depend the safe develop- 
ment of the childhood of the State in Colorado. 

Indeed, the best argument in favor of granting polit- 
ical equality to women, Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, in 
speaking for the Denver Times, finds is the enumera- 
tion of the laws which the women of Denver have se- 


piled by Ellis Meredith, which it would be judicious for 
other States to ponder, is given in the Woman's Jour- 
nal of Boston as: ~

How Famous INVENTOR HAS ORIGI- 
NATED A PECULIAR BREED. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON.—Every man, woman and child 

has heard of Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, who, 

by inventing the telephone, annihilated distance 
in our social and business intercourse, and brought the 
mouths and ears of the human race together. Every 
deaf person reveres Dr. Bell as the promoter of his 
father’s invention of visible speech, whereby the so- 
called dumb talk and understand their fellows, and the 
scientific world knows him for his many experiments 
along original lines and just now especially for his new 
discoveries as to aerial navigation. 

There is, however, a field in which Dr. Bell has been 
working of which the world knows nothing. It is a 
strange field for him, but, like others in which he has 
been so successful, one where practical results are being 
reached by the patient application of scientific principles. 
It is in experimental evolution, and that more espe- 
cially as related to stock breeding. Dr. Bell has been 
working in this field for about sixteen years, and his 
work has already resulted in the origination of a new 
breed of sheep. It has also brought forth the discovery 
of principles, which, if carried out to their full, may in 
time make great changes in our sheep industry and in 
the physical make-up of that race of animals through- 


out the world. 
Sheep Breeding in Australia and at Home. : 


Dr. Bell’s discoveries are not like anything attempted 
in the past. That sheep can be improved by selective 
breeding is well appreciated in all the great grazing 
countries. Take, for instance, Australia. I have seen 
rams sold there at auction at $5000 apiece for their 
wool-growing qualities, and have been told that the aver- 
age fleece of seven pounds had been increased to+ten 
pounds on flocks of thousands. In New Zealand, the 
-chief mutton country of the world, the weight of the 
lambs has been greatly bettered by proper breeding, 
and here in the United States, where we have something 
like 60,000,000 sheep, our best stockmen are in the same 
way adding to their profits on wool and mutton. „In- 
deed, the breeding of fine sheep is now considered quite 
ar important as the breeding of fine cattle. Wool is 
selling for over 30 cents a pound, and we are shearing 
from forty to fifty million sheep every year. If we can 
add ound to every fleece the increase in our wool 
clip will be forty million poun s per annum, and at 
present prices will add $12,0 i. to its value. | 

An even greater resuit ean be ~~ ained if we could 
have more and better lambs, for -ne form one of the 
chief receipts from our sheep industr; They numbered 
22,000,000 at the last census and were he offsprings of 
32,000,000 ewes. averaging o ut two ambs to every 
three ewes. Had each of ne nes nad twins our 
crop would have equaled 64,0% 0 instead of 22,000,000, | 
aud would Have old for three tumes as much. 


Dr. Bell’s Sheep. 


These facts give «ome idea of the practical side of Dr. 
Bell’s experiments, The scientific side is even more in- 
tresting and far-reaching in its possibilities, and it is 
the one which appeals especially to him. The work is 
going on steadily upon his country estate near Beddeck, 
Nova Scotia, and now also at the farm of the Carnegie 
Institute on Long Island, where studies in experimental 
evolution are being made. : 

Dr. Davenport, the head of the Carnegie farm, has 
‘been furnished with some of Dr. Bell’s sheep, and a 
set of carefully recorded experiments will be made by 
him under the auspices of the Carnegie Institution, 

But I will give you the story as Dr. Bell told it to me 
just before he left for Nova Scotia a few weeks ago. 

“I do not know that you are acquainted with sheep,” 
said he. “Many people are not. I have had farmers 
scoff at the idea that sheep have no upper front teeth 
and have seen them surprised to find this the case. 
Indeed I myself knew little about sheep until 1889, when I 
bought the farms at Beinn Bhreagh, which now compose 
my summer home, in Nova Scotia, near Boddeck. Upon 
one of these farms I found a flock of fifty-one ewes, 
and the following spring I observed that about one-half 
of the lambs produced were twins. Some of the ewes had 
but one lamb, but many had two, and I began to wonder 
if there was not some characteristic which would enable 
one to distinguish the twin-bearing ewes. To find out 
I made a careful examination of the milk bags of all 
the mothers. Now the ordinary sheep bag has but two 
nipples, and it is from those that the lamb draws all 
its milk. This was the case with my sheep. I noticed 
however that upon some of the bags were embryonic 
nipples in addition to those of usual size. In some cases 
these were barely perceptible, and in none were they 
larger than good-sized pimples. Upon looking farther 
I found that the ewes bearing the embryonic nipples had 
far more twins than those not so marked. Of the or@i- 
nary ewes only 24 per cent. were twin-bearing, while 
those which had these marks of an undeveloped milk 
supply 43 per cent. had twins. This seemed to indicate 
that the marks meant something, and I then began to 
experiment to find out how much.” 

Queer Breeding. 

“Please tell me just what you hoped to ascertain, Dr. 
Bell?” I asked. 

“In the first place, I wanted to find whether by select- 
ive breeding those now dead embryonic pimple-like 
nipples could be made alive and useful. I wanted to 
know whether they would grow and fill with milk; and

whether, if they did so, the shéep growing them would 
yield a greater milk supply. In the second place I 
wanted to know whether, after I had produced a sheep 
with four good live nipples instead of two, that sheep 
would have twins oftener than sheep not so developed.” 
What did you find?” , 

“In the first place,” said Dr. Bell, “I experienced lit- 
tle difficulty in developing the embryonic nipples. I 
was soon able to raise sheep having four nipples ail 


experiments in solving the problems 


yielding milk, and, indeed, for several years past nearly 
every ewe born on my farm has had four live functional 
nipples instead of two. In recent years I have pro- 
duced a large number which have six such nipples, and 
I think there is no doubt but that I could eventually 
produce a six-nippled variety of sheep. Indeed, I have 
already produced a four-nippled variety. Of the lambs 
dropped this year eight have six nipples and in addition 
we have now, for the first time, a lamb with eight nip- 
ples. This is the only one of that character that I have 
produced and the only one that I have ever heard of. 


The Question of Twins. ä 


“How about the twins, doctor?“ I asked. 

“As to that part of my investigations I have not been 
so successful. The proportion of twins born has been 
small, and the sheep with the four or six nipples have not 
proved more fertile than those of the ordinary kind. I 
believe, however, that by using twins only for breeding 
purposes it may be possible to raise a twin-bearing stock, 
and that is what I hope to de now. I feel that I have 
accomplished what I set out to perform as to my first 
proposition, and that by using my multi-nippled va- 
rieties, and breeding only from twins, I will eventually

“Were these sheep all born on your farm?” 


“The most of them were,” replied Dr. Bell. “My in- 
vestigations, however, have not been confined to my own 
sheep. I have a catalogue which I published in 1904 
containing the records of about eight hundred sheep of 
which 655 were born on Beinn Bhreagh, the others hav- 
ing been purchased by me. The catalogue gives a record 
of every sheep as to the matters under investigation, 
and it covers our work from 1890 until 1904. In addi- 
tion, I have the records for 1905 and 1906. af 

“My search for sheep of this character,” continued Dr. 
Bell, “was not confined to my own flock. I was anxious 
for specimens from other flocks, and I gave the butchers 
of Baddeck a standing offer of $10 for any six-nippled 
ewe they might bring in. This offer has been open for 
several years, but it has resulted in my securing only 
one such sheep out of the many thousand they have 
handled for killing, and that sheep was poorly marked. 
A year or so ago I imported some horned Dorset ewes 
from Uxbridge, Ontario. The Dorsets are very prolific, 
and each of them gave me twins last year. This year 
one has given birth to twins and another to triplets, 
so that I have had nine lambs within two years from 
these twoewes. The Dorset sheep frequently have lambs 
twice in one year. It is that variety that I expect to use 
in my attempts to produce a breed of twin-bearing 
sheep.” 

“Do you consider the additions you have made to the 
milk bag a valuable one?” , 

“We find that it is so,” replied Dr. Bell. “Ewes hav- 
ing such bags can raise twins quite as well as the 
ordinary sheep can raise a single lamb. Indeed, they are 
far more successful with their twins than the ordinary 
sheep.” 

“Tell me something of the experiments which the 
Carnegie Institution is making with your sheep?” 
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“It is too soon to know what will be the result of 
that work,” replied Dr. Bell. Dr. Davenport, the head

UNIQUE RELIGIOUS SERVICE IN THE

HE Thousand Isles, which, however, by official 
count number about 1100, lie in the St. Lawrence 
River between Kingston and Brockville. These 
islands vary in size, from hundreds of acres to mere 
rocks above the river brim. But even\to the smallest is 
given the grace of bush and tree, which suggests the 
idea of hanging baskets, just set down in the flood to 


get well watered. These tiny green isles dotted around 
the larger ones, do much to make that rapture of charm 


— 


which invests this famous region. 
_ The traveler who simply passes through the channels 
On-a steamer really has no idea of the scenic beauty of 


the Thousand Isles. One needs to live on an island, in 


the heart of this dreamland; to see it by moonlight, and 
early morn and eve; to live the simple outdoor life of 
the islanders; to boat, fish, canoe, sail with them; to take 
one’s morning dip with the sun just glinting the waters; 
to pass an hour in the afternoon cooling off after some 
strenuous occupation in the crystal tide at one’s very 


_ porch; to take one’s meals outdoors watching the pretty 
river crafts drift by; all this one must have had ere one 
can realize what it means to know the scenic beauties 


of the Thousand isles. 
Some of these islands are owned by wealthy Ameri- 
cans, who bring city burdens with them to this sylvan

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DIRE STRAITS OF THE PICTURESQUE 
By a Special Contributor. | 

OUMANIA today presents many, if not all, the 

conditions that were present in France when the 

bloody revolution began. The pleas of the peas- 
ants, expressed everywhere with tears in the eyes of 
the teller, the evidences of starvation and dire need, the 
overbearing disposition shown by the land owner, and 
the lack of anything like proper political spirit among 
the voters, has brought Roumania to such a state that 
it cam be but a matter of a few months at most before 
revolution must break out. Then we may well expect 
all the indignities and horror that France witnessed in 
the eighteenth century. 


The parallel is unique. In the first place, the Rouma- 
nians are a Latin people, their ways are French, their 
habits French, even their language is almost a French 
patois. The nobility of the country spend their winters 
in Paris, and send their sons and daughters there to be 
educated. The streets of Bucarest are a second Paris 
with the cafés, the shops devoted to toilettes, the ab- 
sinthe, the outdoor gardens, the boulevards and the cabs. 
The peasantry of Roumanla are like the peasants of 
France, good-natured; oppressed.simple and uneducated. 
Now, and only now, are they beginning to learn that 
everywhere in the world the third estate is not so down- 
trodden, and so they are preparing to rise. 


As matter of fact, really only about 5 per cent. of the 
population of Roumania care a snap about the politics | 
of the country. Eighty per cent. of the 6,000,000 subjects | 
of King Carol are peasants. The remaining 20 per cent. | 
are the city folk and nobles. Of these, 10 per cent. are 
the so-called “strangers’’—that is, persons not qualified 
to vote. In certain cities over 50 per cent. of the popu- 
lation are classed as “strangers.” 

This shows the chance for a party leader in Roumania. 
There are two great political parties, the Liberals and 
Conservatives. Both curry favor with the peasant at 
election time, but the latter party, which contains the 
landed proprietors, is doing its best to oppress them. 
Political demoralization is as bad ‘here as it is in Tur- 
key. Votes are purchased by promises, and then, once 
the party is seated, the Conservatives make it convenient 
to forget all these fair promises. | 

Whenever a party fails, to the victor go all the spoils. 
Consequently, the immediate fall of a party is followed 
by a search for all matter of fair promises with which 
to beguile the peasant, in order to have him vote it back 
to power. | 


Elections occur every fifth year, and that is about the 
length of a party’s life. Long before that meetings are 
being held in the taverns over the country, for there Is 
free right of public meeting granted, and but for the. 
absence of music the liveliness of the scene is not ex- 
ceeded by village campaigns at home. The people elect 
the city councils, and these, in turn, elect the Mayor, 
who stands beneath the sub-prefect, the agent of the 
Federal government. On the face of it, the system 
seems good. Practically, it is rotten. A Roumanian 
village is largely a matter of two or three families, that 
have wed and inter-wed in the centuries. The choice of 
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a Mayor is most often a cut-and-dried alg om

FISH WHICH SHOOT. 

An official of the United States Fish Commission, in 
speaking of oddities which may be observed in the 
habits of scaled water-dwellers, recently said: 

“Of course no one now believes the old story of the 
porcupine being able to shoot his quills and few would 
believe it if told that there are some fish that obtain a 
large portion of their food by ‘shooting’ it, but this last 
is the truth. One of these is the toxote, a fish in the 
rivers of Malaysia. He is known as the archer, or 
spitting-fish. Although aquatic, the toxote has a taste 
for winged insects. When it sees an insect upon an 
overhanging branch it approaches as near as may be, 
fills its mouth with water, and then, closing its gills, 
raises its snout. above the surface and shoots a long 
thread of water at the insect. The toxote rarely misses 
its alm, and the game is washed off the leaf and into | 
the river. 55 

“In Java many people preserve the toxote in aqua- 
riums, obtaining considerable amusement from watch- 
ing it shoot at the flies that come within range. 

“Another of the ‘shooting’ fish is the chelinous, which 
uses a jet of salt water, but which is far less expert 
than the toxote.”—[Harper’s Weekly.

On this Sunday there was 
to be an especial game in honor of some young Indian 
who had returned to his home, and the tribe was out in 
force. A feast of watermelons, cooked mesquite beans, 
and other food had been prepared and carried to the 
grounds. which. lie on the flats that skirt the river.

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Surgery To Check Crime. 


ONE OF Most EXPERI- 
MENTS IN MEDICAL ANNALS.

O check or utterly abolish criminal impuises in 
children the Pennsylvania Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, working in connection 
with Philadelphia officials and prominent medical and 
surgical experts, has inaugurated a work of monster 
proportions and most advanced methods. 

Ten thousand children picked at random from the 
slums of the Quaker City are undergoing investigation 
to discover physica! defects that doctors say are the 
— cause of the criminal instincts that lead them into 

n. 


Sometimes the trouble is in the eyes, at other times 


it is a pressure on the brain that is the root of the dif- 
ficulty. After obtaining the consent of the parents, an 
operation is performed, and the future conduct of the 
little patient observed. 2 

Director Coplin of the Department of Healt and 
Charities, and his chief of staff, Dr. Abbott, are lending 
active codperation in the work, and at the operations, 
either participating or helping with advice, are such 
noted experts as Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. George W. 
Dougherty, Dr. F. H. Dercum, Dr. W. W. Hawke, Dr. 
Alfred Gordon, Dr. Caarles K. Mills, Dr. Louis Starr 
and Dr. Fred Frely. 

The first examination of the children is made by Drs. 
L C. Wessels and A. C. Butcher, detailed to the task by 
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DR. WESSELS EXAMINING A JUVENILE OF- 
FENDER. 


Director Coplin. They make the first inspection, and in 
Cases where they find the need of medical treatment 
they turn the patients over to their fellow physicians. 

Philadelphia has an intricate system for dealing with 
juvenile criminals, and the present radical step is the 
outgrowth of long experiments by philanthropic men 
and women to do something for the betterment of unfor- 
tunate children whom birth and environment send away 
to a bad start in life’s battle. 

The Juvenile Court of Philadelphia is devoted to deal- 
ing justice to offenders who are under 16 years of age. 
Magistrate Gorman, who sits as committing magistrate, 


is assisting in the work of experimenting physically on 


youthful offenders, and in the course of his trials has 
made it a point to study out cases where help might be 
applied. He is convinced that much can be done, and 
summarizes the result of his studies in this interesting 
conclusion: 

“Tt is not a matter of controversy between criminolo- 
gists, but an established fact that many children here-

Dr. Alfred Gordon reports that he has discovered a 
surprisingly large number of cases of feeble-mindedness 
among children supposed to be the victims of cruelty, 
who are really in a condition bordering closely upon 
imbecility and calling for constant and patient care of 
a character their busy parents are unable to give them. 

It is proposed that these children in many cases shall 
be sent to the institution for the feeble-minded, which 
is to be built at Spring City, where the evil can be cor- 
rected to a great extent and perhaps result in the total 
cure of the children who would otherwise be turned out 
upon the world misunderstood and regarded as common 
criminals. It is believed that the criminal instinct in 
their brains, caused by the defect, would increase as 
they grow older. | 

The theory of operating on the skull to lessen crimi- 


found in many cases that a matting together of the 
membranes of the brain close to or adhering to the 
skull drove men to deeds of violence, but when the pres- 
sure on the brain was relieved, they returned to normal 
tendencies of right living. 

In some cases this condition has been found to be due 
to some violent shock. 

The poorly cared for children of the slums are cer- 
tainly subject to all sorts of hard knocks, and the Phil- 
adelphia doctors have come to hold these responsible 
for many deeds of wrong among the juvenile poor. 

An operation of the brain in cases where a depression 
of the skull indicates pressure on the seat of thought 
is now generally voted good surgery, but the idea of 
trying the plan on as many as 10,000 children as are 
found to need it, is an experiment of such dimensions 
that it is bound to take an important place in the medi- 
cal records. 

A somewhat unexpected feature is the willingness 
with which parents have permitted their children to 
undergo the inspection. It was at first feared that 
there would be the same objection that the poor dis- 
tricts always show against vaccination or any other mu- 
nicipal health measure. 

But the mothers have most cheerfully sent their off- 


stipulating that no operation whatever can be performed 
save with the full consent of both parents. 


The first children examined came from those detained 
by the Juvenile Court. But as this confined the re- 
searches to children of known criminal tendencies, the 
experiment was finally broadened out to the present di- 
mentions. 

From the motley company of boys and girls, the doc- 
tors pick their subjects. One by one they are gone 
over, the sight and hearing are first tested, then the 
throat is examined, the formation of the skull carefully 
studied, and the muscles and bones of the entire body 
searched till the examiner can note in his book every 
detail.

| perience as a magistrate met with several such cases, 


and I have kept careful records of them. One boy was 
a most incorrigible and vicious lad, according to the 
police, but Mrs. Ramsay, then the probation officer of 
the Juvenile Court, secured medical aid and the boy’s 
Skull was operated upon to relieve pressure upon a cer- 


tain part. Since then the boy has been studious, indus- 


trious and has not once displayed a tendency to go 
back to his former life or associates. 

“Every one, especially teachers, will tell you that a 
child with weak eyes that are not attended to will be- 
come slovenly and irritable and hate the idea of study. 
Not because he is bad, but because his eyes will not per- 
mit him to compete on equal terms with the other chil- 
dren. The same thing is true in children with any phys- 
ical defect sufficient to dull any of the senses. I have 
had several of such cases. We have one boy now in the 
House of Detention that the police say will be a menace 
to the lives of people if he grows up. ! have recom- 
mended a surgical operation on the boy's cranium, pro- 
viding, of course, that physicians agree that it is the 
proper course. We have all the children who are taken 
to the House of Detention examined and keep a record 
of each case. The experience of the people who haVa been 
in charge there has been that many children have by Up- 
eration or medical treatment been sent back to their 
homes to become obedient, useful children.” 

The examinations by Drs. Butcher and Wessels are 
most compléte and detailed. Not only is the youngster 
gone over carefully, but questions are asked as to its 
parentage, their habits and health. All this entered on 
the records. 

One of the earlier discoveries made by the physicians 

is the frequency of poor sight among children. About 

50 per cent. are found to be thus affected. All of these 

whose parents lack the means to provide them with 

proper glasses are being fitted out at the cost of the

society. 
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him to the care of the society for careful treatment. But 
in any case this rests. entirely with the parent. The 
doctors have no right to act on their own initiative. 


Wherever possible the treatment is being made of 
medical rather than a surgical nature, for the experts 
wish to use extreme measures only in cases where they 
are deemed imperative. A number of cases of curvature 
of the spine appealed to the sympathy of the investiga- 
tors, and are being most tenderly cared for, since there 
is little chance of the young sufferers ever obtaining 
adequate treatment from any other source. 

The most elaborate preparations are being made for 
an exhaustive system of records, which will show just 
what happens to each of the children who are treated 
by the society. If from this develops what is expected 
the movement is destined to be one of the most blessed 
ever recorded in human philanthropy. G. P. 8.

A RARE PALM. 


Few people are aware that we have so many desir- 
able palms that ere native to the United States. One 


South Florida species is seldom seen in Southern Cal- 


ifornia. The palm in question was found on one of the 
Florida keys in the year 1886, and was given the generic 
name of pseudophoenix, or false phoenix, and was 
specifically r med in honor of Prof. C. 8. Sargent; the 
widely-known authority on American trees. 

Pseudophoenix Sargenti is a pinnste-teaved palm that 
sometimes reaches a height of 25 feet, the leaves being 
4 to 5 feet long, bright green on the upper side and 
giaucous beneath, the divisions pf the leaves rather nar- 
row, and somewhat similar to those of a phoenix. When 
mature this palm fruits with modest abundance, the 
fruit being borne in straggly bunches up among the 
leaves, the individual fruit being about the size of a 
and orange in color.

GARDEN LITERATURE. 


SomME WELI-GROUNDED-SARCASM BY

HERE has never been a period in the history of 
gardening when books upon the subject, as a whole, 
or upon some particular phase of the work, were 
as common as at present. From this mass one might 
choose a few that are helpful, a few more that are fairly 
interesting because of the story which forms the basis 
of the work, and the rest were better never printed. 
Even those purporting to be true and comprehensive 


are generally unreliable and therefore useless, as the 
more common flower-garden literature. 

Speaking of the latfr class, the Pall Mall Gazette of 
London says: “We are beginning to wonder how the 
woman who writes existed before the invention of the 
gardening book. To a certain extent she could vent 


to be wondered at, for women seldom, if ever, have any 
experience as actual gardeners where thorough knowl- 
edge is not only a convenience, but an absolute neces- 
sity. The writer has known women who have had a 
fair measure of success in pottering around their own 
gardens and whose advice on many phases of gardening 
is worthy of consideration (the fault is not one of sex), 
but he has never known a woman, and but very few 
men, who were in the least qualified to write a book on 
garden work in general. : 

From the common problems treated by the popular 
‘writer we turn to the so-called scientific literature deal- 
ing with plant breeding and closely related subjects. 


Few have dared to enter this field without a consider- 


able smattering of practical and scientific knowledge 
and experience. But at least one writer, purporting to 
give an honest and thorough record of the accomplish- 


‘| ments of Mr. Luther Burbank, has joined hands with

The Lamb Family. 
ORIGIN AND History OF A LARGE 
GENEALOGICAL TREE.

HARLES LAMB, in reply to the question, “Who 
first imposed the gentle name?” jumped, some on 
says “skipped,” to the conclusion that, “our ances- 
tors were shepherds.” 
Another theory advanced is that the name is one as- 


sumed by the original bearers as emblematical of their 
character. 


this may have been the case, it would be easy enough to 
get at the derivation, for a Lombard was a native of 
5 Italy. In the middle ages, the Lombards 


were great traffickers in money and precious metals and 
Lombard street, London, is named for the family. 

Then there was the family of Lambtons: a John de 
Lambton living in 1200, was the ancestor of the noble 
family of Lambtons, the Earls of Durham. 

This line has been characterized as the “lamblike 
-Lambtons.” Lambeth is another form of the name 
also Lambert or de Lambert, a name derived from Lam-

| Im 1714 Isaac bought 200 acres at Mystic, Conn., where 
the Lamb homestead has been ever since. He was one 
| of the organizers of the first Baptist society in Connec- 
tieut. This was at Groton, 1705, and he was its first 
| deacon. It is a tradition that Isaac had been a soldier 
under Cromwell. 
His son Jacob is supposed to have founded Lamb 
| Town in Ledyard, Conn., and his son Timothy was in 
| the French and Indian War, and one of the band to 
march to the relief of Fort William Henry in August, 
1757. 
The Lambs of New Hampshire, Vermont and Rhode 
Island also claim descent from Isaac. 


The Virginia branch sprang from Anthony Lamb, who. 


died there in 1700. Pierce, or Percy Lamb, who came 
from Kent, England, was living in Maryland in 1620. 
His descendant, Daniel, was one of the founders of the 


State of West Virginia, chairman of the convention that 


formed the State, and the draughtsman of its consti- 
tution.

WATERING AT PLANTING. 

A question that even good gardeners often ask is, 
whether trees should be watered at planting. Reco!- 
lecting that a tree cannot live without water, the ques- 
tion is an easy one to answer. A tree is 
planted when the ground is very wet, because the soil 
then goes in lumpy, and does not settle nicely around 
the roots. It is better for the soil to be rather dry so 
that it can be worked in well around the roots—an im- 
portant point.

BATTLE FOR FREE DRESS. : 

The women of the little town of Nordhausen have 
risen in revolt against the order of the municipal au- 
thorities 
dresses with trains. 

All dresses which touch the ground come within the 
definition of “trains,” and the police have received or- 
ders strictly to enforce the new decree. A fine of 88 
is the penalty for the first offense, 10s. for the second, 
and a day’s imprisonmént for the third. 


The women who are resisting the law have scored one 
point by obtaining the opinion of eminent legal au- 
thorities to the effect that the town council has par- 
tially exceeded its rights in issuing this draconic decree. 
It appears that the council has a right to prevent women 
from trailing their dresses along the ground, but can- 
not prevent them from wearing dresses which would 
touch the ground if not carried in the hand. 

The council then replied that women can wear skirts 
yards in length if they like, bit they must hold them 
up. One inch of skirt trailing on the ground makes the 
wearer liable to arrest and punishment. :

EFERENCE has been made heretofore on the 
question of the color of plumage, but only from 
The matter of color 
is to the average breeder only a section of the bird— 
the derivation of pigment, defining the color and the 
formative process in feather growth or development 
being a phase of poultry breeding about which the av-

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in bird and animal life know but little about it. The 
literature on the subject is also somewhat limited and 
but little appreciated by fanciers. In spite of that, 
however, the subject is of vital importance and supplies 
a wide field for original investigation on the part of 
fancier-breeders. The writer, in his practice of color 
tri-chromatic printing, has picked up sufficient knowl- 
edge of color values and the deviation of pigments to 
appreciate the significance of the derivation of color 
in vegetable, animal and bird life—a problem so broad 
and so intricate in its elucidation as to tax the patience 
of a Darwin and the continuity of purpose of a Wallace. 
Dealing with bird life it may be stated that the feather 
is the product of the outer skin or epidermis, just as 
scales perform the same function with fishes and hair 
vith mammals. If we are to believe Dr. Gadow, The 
beauty and often surprisingly magnificent coloring of 
the feather is derived from pigment, which is collected 
in the rete Malpighii (the skin intermediate between 
the cutis and cuticle.) and is also probably generated 
therein. We see the same arrangement in the colors 
of the different races of mankind. The black color of 
the negroes, the coppery red of the American Indians, 
the yellow of the Mongols and the brown of the Malays 
are produced by black, red, yellow and brown pigment 
cells existing in the mucous layer of the rete Malphigii 
and showing through the transparent epidermis or 
horny outer skin. In Europeans, however, this layer 
contains no pigment whatever, but the blood and flesh 
shine through the upper skin and produce the rosy- 
whitish tinge characteristic of their skin. In this same 
connection Brehm says that ‘Individual feathers exhibit 
great differences in form, though always in harmony 
with their coloring. A green feather shows a different 
construction than a red one; a formation of a red feather 
shows a difference from that of the black or gray.“ 


Tf this is true, is it not barely possible that In mating 
for color effects breeders should give more attention to 
the structural characteristics of the feather rather than 

its color scheme? Take Barred Rocks as an instance. 
Is it possible that the requirements of the standard are 
to be attained by eschewing color and giving more 
prominence to structural characteristics? Again the 


| 


and the fish, our knowledge is at once cramped and 
uncertain. By what process nature “works out” these 
pigments in the epidermis is at present beyond informa- 
tion. Keeler avers that “pigment is a definite chem- 
ical substance which travels through the various 
branches of the feather, advancing farthest and most 
rapidly along the lines of least resistance and accumu- 
lating in masses where resistance is greatest.” 5 

The above is the merest outline of the subject, and is 
here given merely as an incentive to further investiga- 
tion. To breed for color in parti-colored birds, such as 
Barred Rocks, Columbian Wyandottes, Hamburgs, etc., 
certainly affords difficulties calculated to tax the intelli- 
gence of the expert poultryman. That too much at- 
tention has been given to color merely as such without 
taking into consideration the structural characteristics 
of the feather itself amounts to almost a conviction 
with the writer. Why should a mating from different 
breeds at different times produce the same colors? Is it 
not possible that structural characteristics in such cases 
were much alike? 
not a fact that viewed at different angles the color 
looks different? But, really, is it not due to the texture 
of the feathers, and the angle at which the light strikes 
it? And if that is true, does it not follow that the 
formation and structural characteristics form its color 
base? And if that ig true would it not be the part of 
wisdom to change our present system of mating, by 
giving more prominence to structural features of feath- 
ers rather than color? What have our fancier breeders 
to say about it? : 7

Some time ago The Times gave expression in this 


department to the fact that our English friends across 
— pond had done more in perfecting the Partridge 


ndotte than has yet been accomplished in the land 
ts nativity. At that time we gave an illustration 
of a male bird, English bred, together with some of the 
strikingly marked feathers from important sections. 
We return to the subject at this time to give place for 
a fine head of a Partridge Wyandotte female, also Eng- 
lish bred, with the assurance that it will appeal 
strongly to the fanciers of the breed who are working 
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a. popular, and what gives it wearing qualities. 


Beyond this, however, the system is bad, because all the 
birds strain to get a place on the highest roosts, with 
the attendant result that the weaker ones get crowded 
off, and in the fail are more or less injured. The rem- 
edy is obvious. Place all perches on a dead level, say 
fifteen or eighteen inches from the ground, and suf- 
ficiently wide apart to afford ample breathing space 
between the rows of sleeping birds. The kind of perch 
is also of same importance. Pieces, say one by three, 
with the sharp edges rounded off, answer very well. 
These should be so arranged as to be removable for 
purpose of cleaning. 


SEEK FOR MIRACLES. 


CROWDs AT NEW YorK CHURCH AS AT STE. 
ANNE DE BEAUPRE. 


The visitor to the little Church of St. Jean Baptiste, 
in East 76th street, on any of the nine days 
the last of which was last Thursday, would have 
seen a bit of life suggesting that to be seen at the 
shrine of La Bonne Ste. Anne at the fishing village of 
Ste. Anne de Blaupré, a score of miles below Quebec. 
It was the novena, or njne-day period of devotion, in 
honor of Saint Anne, the mother of the Blessed Virgin. 
Many of those who went to the church did so with the 
expectation of receiving cures for physical afflictions of 
their own or of loved ones, 


The last day of the novena coincided with the great’ 
day of the year at the Church of Ste. Anne de Beaupré, 
where are preserved fragments of bone supposed to have 
been those of the good saint, and where many cures are 
said to have resulted from visits to the shrine. t is 
asserted that a hundred thousand persons visit this fish- 
ing village, a score of miles northeast of Quebec, in the 
course of a year. 

On the great day at the shrine thousands gather at 
the church. In the crowd are Catholics and Protes- 
tants, devout pilgrims and unconcerned tourists, red 
men as well as white men, people speaking different 
tongues and representing different nations. From early 
morning excursion trains pour thousands into the vil- 
lage. By midday the square around the church and the 
narrow streets beyond are packed with a picturesque 
crowd. 


Within the white pillared church the audience is con- 
stantly changing, thousands passing through it in the 
course of a day. High aloft in the carved pulpit a Re- 
demptorist father preaches with an eloquence that thrills 
even where the torrent of words cannot be followed. 
The many virtues of the mother of the Blessed Virgin 
are evidently being extolled. An apparently endless 
file marches past the carved marble altar rail to par- 
take of the communion and to kiss the disk of glass 
under which is kept the miracle working relic of the 
church—a fragment of a wrist bone of Saint Anne. At 
one side stands the glittering reliquary, set with pre- 
cious stones, in which the relic is being kept, along with 
a piece of a finger bone of the good saint. Many kneel 
and pray long at the altar—the halt, the maimed, the 
blind, the old and the young, the peasant and the 
patrician. . | 

Just inside the entrance of the twin-spired building 
towers a pyramid of canes and crutches, left by the 
hundreds who say they have been healed through the 
intervention of Our Lady of Perpetual Help, as Saint 
Anne is styled by her devotees. It is a curious pile. 
In the museum at the rear of the church case after 
ease is filled with articles of greater or less value given 
by beneficiaries. On the walls are scores of marble 
tablets commemorating miraculous acts of healing, and 
in the carefully guarded cabinets are hundreds of gifts, 
such as watches, rings, bracelets and jewelry, orna- 
ments of every description. Discarded pipes tell of 
cures of the tobacco habit, and empty flasks of the al- 
leviation of the drink habit. 

In addition to these trophies of gratitude are sever- 
al interesting historical relics. For three hundred years, 
so it is affirmed, miracles have been recorded at Beaupré 
through the intercession of this “Mother of Canada,” 
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ba issued an or- 


another name of the pious French-Canadian for the 


saint. In the days of the French regime the former 
church of Ste. Anne was a mecca for the subjects of 
the Grand Monarque as well as for the red men of 
the Northland. There is a crucifix given by D'lber- 
ville three centuries ago—the D’Iberville who founded 
Louisiana and conquered Hudson Bay. There is also 
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side crosses and calvaries, “stations of the Cross” lead- 
ing to the cemetery, monasteries and convents, priests 
and nuns and pilgrims intermingling in the narrow high- 
way and along the river front. A confused com- 
voices rises to one's ears until 


to prayer. . 
Looking further afield the scope of vision includes a 
mighty stretch of the St. Jawrence River, divided by

the highly cultivated Isle of Orleans. To the east the 
grim heights of Cape Tourments close in the view, as to

SOME BIG BANQUETS. 


FIFTY THOUSAND GUESTS SEATED AT TABLES 
EIGHT MILES Lone. 


(Tit-Bits:] There is something very impressive in 
the figures which deal with the monster banquet given 
a short time ago in the Champ de Mars, Paris—a meal 
at which no fewer than 50,000 delegates of mutual aid 
societies sat down and feasted together. 


The tables at which these banqueters sat, if they had 
been transported to London and placed end to end, 
would have reached all the way from the Bank of 
England to Chiswick, so that it would take an agile 
waiter a couple of hours to carry a message or a dish 
from one end to the other: while the waiters were so 
numerous (there were 5000 of them) that, if placed at 
intervals in one continuous line, they could have passed 
a dish from one end to the other, a distance of six 
miles, without moving a foot. The liquid refreshments 
provided for these 50,000 guests included 25,000 bottles 
of red wine, 25,000 bottles of white wine, 25,000 bottles 
of beer, 10,000 each of champagne and milk, and 50,000 
of mineral waters; while 30,000 cigars and 5000 boxes 
. clagrettes administered post-prandal comfort to the 

ners. 


Compared with such a Gargantuan repast as this, the 


dinner given sixteen years ago by President Carnot to 
15,000 mayors, senators’ and deputies of France was lit- 
tle more than a family party, although this meal kept 
195 cooks exceedingly busy and exhausted the energies 
of 1050 waiters. The diners required no fewer han 
80,000 plates: and consumed, among mountains of other 
comestibles and drinkables, 30,000 Joa ves, 600 gallons 
of soap, 60 cwt. of fish, 1 ton 12 cwt. of beef, 7200 poul- 
try, and 23,000 bottles of wine—generous allowance of 
over a bottle and a half for each bibulous guest. 


It is interesting to compare with this modern banquet | 


a dinner at which Sir Watkin Williams Wynn enter- 
tained 15,000 of his tenants and neighbors in Wynnstay 
Park one April day in 1770. The bill of fare was of 
such a lavish and seductive character that one may be 
pardoned for giving it in full. The mere reading of it 
is almost as good as a feast. Here, then, are the pro- 
visions for this eighteenth-century banquet: Thirty 
oxen (one of. which was roasted whole), 50 pigs, 50 
calves, 80 wethers, 18 lambs, 70 porkers, 51 guinea- 
fowl, 37 turkeys, 8 capons, 25 peafowl, 360 fowl, 300 
chickens, 76 ducks, 48 rabbits, 15 snipe, 1 leveret, 5 
stags, 421 salmon, 30 brace of tench, 40 brace of carp, 
36 pike, 60 dozen of trout, 108 flounders, 109 lobsters, 
96 crabs, 10 quarts shrimps, 200 crawfish, 60 barrels 
pickled oysters, 20 quarts oyster sauce, 166 hams, 110 
ox tongues, 125 plum puddings, 108 apple pies, 104 pork 
pies, 30 beef pies, 34 rice puddings, 7 venison pies, 60 
raisin pies, 80 tarts, 30 mince pies, 24 cakes, 60 Savoy 
cakes, 30 sweetmeats, 44 seed cream, 18,000 eggs, 150 
galions milk, 160 quarts cream, 30 bushels potatoes, 


6000 bundles asparagus, 80 bottles French beans, 0 


dishes green peas, 12 cucumbers, £36 worth of salt 
butter, jellies, blancmanges and numerous pies. 

To wash down this appalling quantity of solids there 
were provided 96 hogsheads of ale and a large quantity 
of brandy, whisky and sherry. 


NOTABLE BIBLICAL PAGEANT. 

One of the most interesting religious festivals neld 
in this part of. Europe was the procession through the 
streets of Furnes, Belgium, last Sunday. originally or- 
ganized in commemoration of the presentation of a 


fragment of the true cross to the Abbey of Furnes by 


Robert of Jerusalem, in the twelfth century. 


This pictu e spectacle includes a series of forty 
tableaux portraying well-known Biblical scenes, 
mounted on cars and costumed in sixteent century 
style. 

The procession was headed by a car representing the 
sacrifice of Abraham, with Abraham, in blue plush with 
uplifted sword, little Isaac in brown, and a _ docile 
donkey laden with faggots. The cars following showed 
Moses in the wilderness, David as psalmist, king, and 
penitent respectigely, and John the Baptist as the fore- 
runner of Ch surrounded by shepherds, herdsmen 
and hermits. 


A large car, carried by penitents, representing a cow 


shed with @ thatched roof, portrayed the birthplace of 


Christ. A waxen child lay in a manger on some straw, 
while the Virgin and Joseph stood near by, surrounded 
by an angel choir composed of little girls dressed in 
white, with pink gauze wings fastened to their shoul- 
ders. Two plaster oxen gazed placidly on the group. 


Then came shepherds on foot, escorting the three 
kings in gorgeous ermine-trimmed mantles. Succeed- 
ing tableaux showed the flight into Egypt, the court of 
Herod, Christ disputing in the Temple, and the en- 
trance of Christ into Jerusalem. The incidents of the 
Crucifixion were graphically depicted, while the last 
car showed the Ascension—Christ standing on a green 
mound surrounded by the Apostles, and with the Virgin 
at His feet. 


The procession owes its origin to Robert of Jerusalem, 
who, on returning from the Holy Land, vowed during 
a storm at sea that he would present a fragment of the 
true cross to the first church he saw if he escaped ship- 
wreck. The first church he saw on landing proved to 
be the Abbey of Furnes, where the relic was installed 
with great pomp.—[London Express.

Latest on Lumpy Jaw. 


| ECRETARY WILSON’S features are becoming fa- 
miliar to many of the packing-house officials these 
| days, and is making his Bureau of Animal Industry ex- 
' ceedingly active even during vacation times. One of his 
latest publications is “lumpy jaw“ in which this disease 
of cattle is clearly explained. It may be of interest to 
local stockmen to know that the disease is of fungous 
origin, that it is not considered infectious or transfer- 
able to the human system. This fungi seems to de- 
velop where vegetable foods come in contact with the 
mucous membrziaes of the animal, following the break- 
ing-down of tissues and possibly permeating all parts of 
the victim. It is held by all investigators that the ani- 
mals become infected from the food. The disease is 
not tontagious, and the disease is necessarily limited to 
a few specimens whose health has not been good’ pre- 
vious to the development of the fungi. The department 
does not believe that an ordinary case of “lumpy jaw” 
in any way contaminates the animal beyond the dis- 
eased parts. 


The Adams Act. . ; 


EW of the farmers have had their attention brought 

to a very important enactment of the last Congress 
relating to experiment station work in the various 
States. The act of 1887 appropriated $15,000 per an- 
num to each State and Territory for the purpose of pay- 
ing the expenses of conducting agricultural experiments 
and investigations. Under the provisions of this act 
these experiment stations have been in operation since 
1888. Without changing the conditions of this law the 
Adams Act provides for the gradual increase of the orig- 
inal appropriation, so that in time each State and Ter- 
ritory will receive $20,000 annually instead of $15,000. 
Five years after the establishment of the first station 
every State and Territory had adopted the plan, and the 
United States, under the Adams Act will soon be do- 
nating about $1,500,000 annually to these institutions. 
The money comes from the sale of public lands and has 
no connection with the regular appropriations for the 
maintenance of the Department of Agriculture. |

Home Meat Production. 


FARMER who is planning his next year’s crops to 

be turned into meat called upon the editor last week 
to discuss the future prospects of the local meat mar- 
kets. He fears the late turning over the Eastern pack- | 
ing-houses have experienced will place a permanent 
embargo upon the consumption of this class of foods. I 
believe there is a general unrest and suspicion locally 
that can be allayed only by the establishment of abat- 
toirs kept in perfect cleanliness and under rigid local 
inspection. The late meat-inspection law applies in no 
portion to the handling of meats within the State. 
Then it would be wise for the local packers to lead in 
the movement for a public abattoir in order to bring the 
patronage of the people back in confidence to the trade. 
Many large packers are sore over the “suddenness” of 
the recent exposure of their methods, possibly forget- 
ting that twelve years ago scores of slaughter-houses 
and packing establishments were pronounced vile by a 
| properly-constituted authority and many of them rec- 
' ommended to be closed. Nothing effective was done to 
better the conditions found then, and the large packers 
_ have shown a somewhat similar inertia this year. But 
our local meat handlers need not continue in the ruts. 
They may be and perhaps are running their establish- 
ments in a cleanly way, yet some policy should be 
adopted by which the public could know it and be as- 
sured of its continuance. Local stock interests would 
not languish were the consumers protected absolutely | 
from unsanitary meat foods. |

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Misinformation. 


WAS surprised to hear a very intelligent and pro- 
gressive citizen remark in discussing the Owens River 
proposition that “there is plenty of water right here in 
Southern California for a city twice the size of Los An- 
geles, if it could be develaped, and the winter run-off 
impounded.” Unconsciously this individual is a victim 
of the “knocker.” Southern California has been the 
laughing stock of all other irrigating localities for hav- 
ing so little water compared with the filings that have 
been made. Appropriators have filed upon ten times as 
much surface water as ever appeared in certain streams, 
and perhaps upon two or three times the flow in all 
cases. Every source of surface water has been exploited 
to its fullest extent, the storage of winter water inves- 
tigated by competent engineers for every individual and 
water company owning rights and every bit of infor- 
mation secured that might lead to increasing the sup- 
plies for local irrigators. Nature made few reservoir 
sites in this locality and to ereate Them would require 
the expenditure of millions of dollars. And why should | 
large reservoirs be built?

Vacation Logic. 


USSELL SAGE said he did not believe in vacations, 

and that he did not think anybody needed one. 

Poor old rich man! He has gone to his long vaca- 
tion. You say he lived long? Nay. Not “lived.” He 
stayed long on earth. 

To get the most benefit out of a vacation or a “holi- 
day,” as our British friends call it—requires more than 
a little earnest thought. For the individual who can 
take a holiday whenever he pleases, it does not matter 
much, but the man who gets only two or three weeks in 
the year, working hard the rest of the time, should know 
how to make the most of his opportunity. 

The main thing should be to get as great a change as 
possible—not the kind of change we are told about in 
summer resorts, where “the landlord gets the change 
and the bellboys get the rest,” but a thorough change, 
of climate, people, surroundings, mode of life, habits, of 
thought, and everything else. For this reason, for a 
Los Angeles man, the mountains are, in some respects, 
better than the seaside. There is a greater change of 
climate, a greater change of surroundings, in the for- 
est, and you are not likely to meet so many people you 
know. On the other hand, a nervous person is likely 
to do better in the heavier, moister air of the sea coast. 
In the mountains you have rattlesnakes and scorpions. 
On the coast you have stingrays and fleas. So there you 
are! 

People sometimes leave a comfortable, airy, cool 
dwelling, and go down to a stuffy uncomfortable room, 
or suite of rooms, at some seaside resort, where they 

constantly knock up against the same people that they 

+ meet on Spring street, discuss the same topics, and per- 
haps sample the same drinks. This has led some people 
to adopt the plan of staying home for their vacation, and 
taking a trip every day. This, however, is neither a 
rest nor a change, and is therefore not to be commended. 
If, however, you carry your business cares and worries 
with you, you might as well stay home. 


A mistake 
during their vacation. That is to say, it would be 
mighty hard work, if it was paid for, but they do it for 
nothing, calling it play, such as shooting over rough 
country, following big fish, and so forth. This is all 
right, for a man in vigorous health, who needs only the 
change, but it is distinctly bad for the nervous, run- 
down office worker, who needs, more than anything else, 
a rest. Such a man should leaf around, without any 
settled programme, read a little of the lightest literature, 
sleep more than twelve hours a day, including an after- 
noon siesta, and absolutely refuse to be coaxed into any 
excursions—or, indeed, into doing anything that he does 
not feel inclined to do. 


The following sensible remarks on vacations are from 
an article by Paul von Boeckmann in Health: 

“A vacation should be spent according to one’s physi- 
cal requirements. Those who possess a powerful phys- 
ique and do not know the meaning of nervousness, ner- 
vous indigestion and depression can perhaps afford to 
devote their time to pleasure and recreation, even if it 
involves severe physical exertion. They need mental 
recreation most, and ‘having a good time’ results in 

this. 

“But it is different with the poor anaemic, dyspeptic 
and weakling. If he should undertake to follow the 
path of his stronger brother and devote his time to long 
walks, mountain climbing and other recreations that re- 
quire much physical exertion, he would return from his 
vacation physically fatigued instead of rested. 

“If conditions permit us to leave our work for only 
a few short weeks a year, we should Employ this time 
in a manner in which it would do us the most good, and 
unquestionably the weakling would be improved more 

- by taking the rest cure instead of being “on the go” 
from daylight to late at night. To keep up with the 
5 ‘bunch’ at a typical summer hotel or boarding-house 
requires much effort, for it means from morning to 
night, walking, rowing, swimming and dancing. While 
‘a healthy, robust man would thrive under such exertion, 
it is not the proper recreation for a weakling. He 
would be more benefited if he merely spent his vacation 

in rest, mental and physical.” 

In conclusion, the editor would recommend the man 
who thinks he hasn't time for a vacation, or can’t afford 
one, to put his house in order, as he is liable to be taken 
tor a long trip in a black carriage, on which occasion 
such excuses won't avail. Or, he may perhaps get off 
with a few months on a sick couch. This, as you will 
agree, is not much of a saving of time or money.

One Secret of Engtand’s Greatness. 


HB following is from Collier’s Weekly: 

“Dr. Bryan’s surprise at the volume of work ac- 
complished by public men in England has been preluded 
by similar astonishment in many American travelers of 
the past. The labor of British politicians has long been 
lightened by variety of occupation, by rotation of 
thought, by better habits of exercise, diet, and air than 
have prevailed among our own statesmen. “The great 
men among the ancients,” said Locke, “understood how 
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French navy.

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to reconcile manual labor with affairs of the state.“ 
The political rulers of America are passing rapidly from 
the stage in which chewing tobacco was their most per- 
sistent exercise, but they have not yet, as a class, become 
addicted to. the habits of refreshment of the mind and 
daily activities for thé flesh. The mood of haste, which 
itself is so exhausting, seldom affects the Englishman, 
however replete his days. Repose, that conservator of 
strength, is at the beginning of its development in the 
American. 

“Nowher so besy a man as he there was,

The American in responsible positions has worn him- 
self out, not only with monotony of effort, but with per- 
sonal attention to details which the Englishman either 
delegates or leaves undone. He is learning, however, 
how to live, a secret which includes as a large part of 
itself the knowledge of how to work and how to rest.”

Coffee. 

SOUTH PASADENA correspondent writes: 

“A few months ago, in The Times Magazine, there 
was a notice of an old Oregon lady, 118 years of age 
(still living,) who on being asked about her diet, said 
that all her life she had drunk strong coffee and plenty 
of it. And I am persuaded from my own experience 
that it was the coffee that prolonged her life. I am 92; 
my father just reached 80; my brothers and sisters died 
at 77 and 78. I was the only one of the family that 
‘drank ‘strong coffee and plenty of it,’ and have thereby 
outlived any of my family by twelve years. 

“The first cost of ‘Postum’ is about 3 cents a pound; 
and they spend 5 cents per pound advertising; the rest 
is profit. People love to be humbugged.” 

Here is another correspondent who jumps at conclu- 
sions. You often hear of centenarians who have used 
whisky or tobacco, or both, all eir lives. Did they 
reach the advanced age on best the whisky, or the 
tobacco? No, but in spite of it. of coffee, and other 
unnatural foods and drinks. Nature is long suffering, 
and if you inherit a good constitution, you may make 
many “breaks,” with comparative impunity, but be sure 
your sin will find you out, however small a dietetic sin 
it may be. Or, if it don’t find you out, it will visit your 
children or theirs. 

Don’t understand, from this, that the editor believes 
an occasional cup of coffee, if not mixed with both su- 
gar and cream, will do you any particular amount of 
harm. There are many worse things. How many are 
there, however, who take their coffee “straight,” and 
not with meals, but as a mild stimulant, in between? 

As for substitutes—costing a couple of cents a pound 
and selling at 35 cents—the man or woman who has 
acquired the coffee habit will no more be content with 
coffee, deprived of the stimulating element caffein, than 
a whisky drinker will be satisfied with alcohol-less 
whisky, or a smoker with nicotine-less tobacco. Caf- 
fein, alcohol, nicotine are all used for the effects—for 
the mild intoxication that follows their use. 

A correspondent, who though a well-known hygienist, 
is a great admirer of coffee, sends the editor a circular 
descriptive of a specially prepared coffee, from which 
the “tannic acid bearing chaff” has been removed. The 
above remarks apply here, also. If this coffee contains 
caffein, it is injurious. If it don’t, it won't satisfy any 
confirmed coffee toper. | 


Comment was recently made here on the case of an 
old negro woman, who died in the South, at the ad- 
vanced age of 112 years. Her diet had been mainly corn 
bread and black coffee. In further commenting upon 
this item, C. P. Holt writes as follows: 

Please try to impress upon your readers’ minds that 
if a baby is born with a strong constitution inherited 
from long-lived ancestors, that baby may live to be a 
century old and disobey many of the hygienic laws of 
life, yet such sort of living is only staying. An alliga- 
tor or a turtle stays on earth many years longer than 


sense of spiritual existence. 

“Another baby than the one mentioned, may be born 

the same day the first one mentioned was born, and in 
the same town and perhaps the same street; this baby 
may inherit a weak constitution from its short-lived an- 
cestors, and this baby may have the tenderest care and 
live & hygienic life, but in spite of care and observance 
of hygienic laws the life of this child will not continue 
beyond two score years—perhaps not one score. 
* “We inherit strength or weakness from our ancestors, 
just as George Gould and the Astors and the Vander- 
bilts inherited material wealth from their ancestors. 
George Gould can spend $1000 and not mind it, but the 
impecunious man must have a care not to spend a 
nickel or he will go broke. We are often referred to the 
man of 90 years who has lived on pork, tobacco and 
whisky since he was 20 years old. He stayed on earth 
ninety years—he did not live. ‘He most lives who 
thinks most, feels the noblest, acts the best.“ 

“Mrs. Ferdinand Reese, referred to in the cutting,

They moved hither and yon, performing 
prodigies, but moving—that is the important thing, that 
people in a book shall demonstrate their right to exist 
by getting a move on them. : 

“Some of these dime novels of Western life that I 
read with keen relish the other day had as much action, 
and legitimate, quite obviously necessary action, too, in 
four pages as the average present day Western novel 
contains throughout. I would seriously recommend 
some of these Western writers, people who have the 
color and atmosphere of the West but who don’t ap- 
parently know how to get any movement into their 
stories, to obtain a bunch of these old time Western 
dime novels and get a few points from them. About half 
a dozen of the Western dime novels that 1 read the 
other day were well worthy of being done over again 
by some accomplished hand, enlarged and written in, 
with hardly any variation at all of the theme and in- 
cidents, so excellent are they in that respect. 

“Rattling detective stories, too, could be built upon 
the framework of any number of dime novel detective 
stories that used to be published in such unlimited quan- 
tities. While on this subject I should like to ob- 
serve that I could never understand why these dime 
novels should have been considered demoralizing lit- 
erature for the young. I am sure there is nothing 
evil or even unwholesome about most of them, especial- 
ly the Western dime novels. I declare that most of 
them that I used to read as a boy were heroic, fine and 
genuinely improving. Virtue was always rewarded in 
them, and villainy invariably punished. I don’t know 
anything about the dime novels of today, but if they’re 
as good as they used to be I'd never have the least 
objection to my boys reading all of them they wanted 
to read. 

“To get back to our consideration of some of the 
things that militate against the success of the ambitious 
writers of fiction. The foolish desire to gain reputation 
as stylists holds many of them back and renders it all 
but impossible for them to get their stylish effusions 
published. Some of them vainly believe that they have 
the Kipling twist; others that they possess the elusive 
raillery and mosaic daintiness of Stevenson; others that 
they have caught the Maurice Hewlett secret of archaic 
English made understandable for moderns; still others 
that they have the Henry James or the George Mere- 
dith, or the Thomas Hardy method down pat. It is 
singular to me how these writers can so completely de- 
lude themselves. 


“Anyhow, publishers fight shy of stylists, even if they 
are writers of considerable reputation, for the works of 
stylists are never inordinately popular. But unknown 
would-be stylists! They are simply out of the question 
and out of the running. People who read fiction these 
days don’t want the stylist stuff. They want stories of 
things happening, and the simpler the English the bet- 
ter. 
fiction. They simply won't read it. When you reflect 
that women comprise about nineteen-twentieths of all 
the readers of fiction, you will understand how necessary 
it is for publishers to dy their likes and dislikes as 
to the kind of books they're going to be asked to buy and 
read. 

“I find, for example, that very few average women 
consumers of fiction caré for Robert Louis Stevenson, 
a pronounced master of a well-nigh perfect style of his 


yard Kipling, one of the chiefs of the stylists. This is 
not saying that the women don’t know a good story 
when they read it, but the straighter the story is put 
the better they like it, and they hate to be compelled to 
puzzle their heads over what are called the inner mean- 
ings of the fiction makers addicted to the stylist busi- 
ness. 

“The truth is that most of the would-be novel writers 
are too young. They attempt to describe things with 
which they have had no personal experience and about 
which they know virtually nothing except what they 
have read and heard. I often wish that older and more 
seasoned men and women would try their hands at 
fiction. I am acquainted with plenty of smart chaps 
of 40 or so, who, I am assured, could turn out some 
mighty interesting fiction if they'd only make the at- 
tempt. They are seasoned and experienced men who 
have had a try at most everything, who have come 
through their experiences without any injury worth men- 
tioning and who, with good, clear heads and an ability 
to write, which they exhibit in other directions, could 
certainly do things in the way of fiction immeasurably 
superior to the output of the youngish chaps who get 
their experiences at second-hand or out of books. 


“Thackery, it should be remembered, was pretty close 
to 40 before his first big success, ‘Vanity Fair,’ appeared, 
although, of course, he had been writing for a long time 
before that. Du Maurier was not a writer, but a maker 
of humorous pictures; before he turned his hand to 
fiction writing in his middle age. And so on. The same 
applies to women. There ig not an over production of 
fiction by young women in their twenties who scarcely 
know the world at all. I am surprised that more brainy 
women of 40 and 50 don’t make a stab at writing nov- 
els. They could certainly outclass the girls at the work. 
I have suggested to plenty of bright men and women 
of ripe experience and possessed of the sense of humor 
and excellent analytical powers that they utilize their 
leisure in attempting something in the fiction line, but 
they generally laugh at the suggestion, make some re- 
mark about the difficulty of teaching old dogs new tricks, 
and let it go at that. Yet I am confident that some of 
these very persons to whom I have made the suggestion 
could write novels that would actually make huge pop- 
ular hits. : 

“It is hard to convince writers of short stories that 
short stories collected in book form are all but un- 
salable. Collected short stories can hardly be given 
away. There have been a few exceptions where short 
stories of a same general kind have achieved a wide pop- 


ularity when published in newspapers or magazines, but 
these exceptions are very rare. When the collected

writers expect to make a hit with their collections of 
short stories? We have to explain the hopelessness of 
book form collections of short stories over and over 
again to writers of this class of condensed fiction who 
want us to group their writings under one pair of 
covers, and even when we explain the matter to them 
they only half believe us. 


“What publishers want is novels, original in theme 
and treatment, though plain in style. It doesn’t make 
any difference how long they are if they're good. Imi- 
tations of other folks’ works are barred. Indolence or 
plain laziness is holding back many persons capable of 
furnishing books of this description. If men and wom- 
en capable of producing the kind of novels publishers 
want could once be made to see how tremendous the 
rewards are for successful pieces of fiction, I am confi- — 
dent that the standard of books of this kind woul/ ’ 
be vastly elevated within a few years.

were so oriented that the rising sun on a midsummer 
morning flashed its rays directly upon the central altar; 


in other words, their axis was carefully directed to the thes 

point on the horizon over which the sun rose on the 

longest day in the year.

But Stonehenge was tol 

certainly a solar temple and observatory. 5 — 
Now comes in the bearing of this fact upon the history 4 


of its building. The point of midsummer sunrise is no 
always the same. The precession of the equinoxes—or 
the fact that the celestial pole is travelling round a vast 
circle—which it takes about twenty-five thousand years 
to complete—causes a secular change in this point. 
At the present day the axis of Stonehenge is not di- 
rected to the midsummer sunrise, but to a point nearly 
one degree away from it. Now we know the rate at 
which the place of midsummer sunrise changes in con- 
sequence of precession, and it is a comparatively simple 
calculation to determine the date at which the sun must 
have risen on midsummer day in a line with the avenue 
at Stonehenge. The conclusion is that this remarkable edi- 
fice must have been erected about 1680 B. C., the pos- 
sible error being not greater than two hundred years 
on either side of this date. Thus astronomy tells us 
that Stonehenge must have been built somewhere be- 
tween 1900 and 1500 B. C., if the assumption of its pur- 
pose be correct. The general evidence from similar 
temples all over the world hardly leaves room for doubt 
on that head, and thus we obtain what may safely be 
called the first definite fact in British history, carrying 
it back more than fifteen centuries before our islands 
first came into contact with recorded civilization. It is 
clear that the people who could build Stonehenge for 
such a purpose were far removed from mere savagery.
